The 
Globe’s representative goes on to ob- 
serve that “the Premier visited Fd- 
monton on the occasion of the forma- 
tion of the province five years ago, 
and saw alittle scraggy town with 
unpaved streetsand wooden buildings. 
Last night he saw a city of beautiful 
avenues’ and crowded metropolitan 
thoroughfares. Five years ago a mod- 
est five thousand people greeted him. 
Last night five thousand citizens wel- 
comed him. at the station and ten 
thousand: more-lined the route of the 
carriage which brought him through 
the streets.” 


Hon. W. J. Hanna, who visited Ed- 
monton on Saturday, is a man it will 
pay you to keep your eyes on, for 
he is bound to rise, provided life and 
health are spared, :to a ‘high position 
in the affairs of this country He 
has from the ‘first been recognized as 
the heavyweight of the government, 
headed by Sir James Whitney in On- 
tario, occupying-the post of provincial 
secretary and having in his hands the 
very important duty of administering 
the license law. Neither party has 
so many strong men in Dominion af- 
fairs that it can afford to overlook 
any large-sized possibilities that pro- 
vincial politics has to offer, and it is 
recognized as only a matter of time 
before Mr. Hanna océupies a place 
on the front Conservative bench in 
the House of Commons. Naturally, 
with this prospect held gat to him, 
he is anxious to- get acquainted with 
what is rapidly becoming the most 
important part. of the Dominion, 
Hence his present trip through the 
West.

Mr. IL\F. Gadsby, editor of Cana- 
dian Colliers, is.a visitor in Edmon- 
toy. ii his return-trip to the east, he 
naving just been to the coast. While 
therc he travelled to Prince Rupert 
via-the G. TIP, ’steamship service? 

“This city's beautifiil locdtion is the 
first thing that impressed me,” said 
Mr. Gadsby in the course of an inter- 
view. “It is delightful to the: travel- 
ler, who, weary of travelling mile. af- 
ter mile over the open prairie, to 
again see the trees and the ‘lakes and 
the rivers, and the park-like rolling 
country.” 

“Then, ‘too, there is a solidity and 
permanency about the 
building that is being erected here 
that impresses one.” 

Speaking about ‘Prince Rupert, Mr. 
Gadsby prophesied a splendid future 
for the new town. Not. only will the 
trade that: G.T, P. will direct to the 
Orient, have its effect,. but there are 
local industries about Prince Rupert 
that will do its share in building up 
the place. He says that the islands 
in the vicinity of Prince ‘Rupert are 
well mineralized, and* also that the 
fishing industry is going to be im- 
mensely valuable, 

Mr. Gadsby believes that British 
Columbia will furnish a market for 


class of the 


a great many of \Alberta’s products, 


He pointed out that northern Alberta 
especially would find a market for its 
products in the coast province, Owing 
to the fact that this is such a good 
country for mixed farming, and that 
B.C, is so excellent for other things, 
Mr, Gadsby ‘thinks that there must 
be some sort of reciprocity arranged 
‘between the two. British Columbia 
will supply the fruit for the prairie 
provinces, while here in Alberta there 
are things which British Columbia 
finds it impossible to produce. 


I believ that you will ‘see. the 
Canadian Northern establish ‘Pacific 
terminals on the ‘Portland ‘Canal at 
Stewart, or some other point within 
the next few years,” said Mr. Gadsby 
He siid that they would probably build 
through the Pine Pass, and that the 
Canadian Pacific will be almost cer- 
tain to find a northern coast port. Mr. 
Gadsby stated that the latter road 
| will soon be doing something to offset 
the advantages gained by the G, ‘I’, P. 
in having a short route and low grade 
to the coast. 
- A Brantford Man 

“If l were to go back ‘to Brantford 
and tel Ithem what I have seen! in this 
city they absolutely would not believe 
me.” 

This is the opinion of Mr, HH. Mul- 
lins of Brantford, who is in the city 
on his first visit to the west, “You 

have the country,” he went on, “and 
you have a very beautiful city. Why! 
Wherl woke up in the train the other 
morning and looked out of the win- 
dow HT thought 1 was in Ontario, with 
the fine fields of grain and the trees, 
so different from the open prairie,’ 
Mr. Mullins, who is in the dairy 
business, is thinking of docating there. 
“I might come up next. spring,” he 
, Said, “that is, if. the women folks will 
let me. Phe hard thing is to get the 
women ‘to come west yt knoav, they 
don’t like to leave the east. However, 
Edmonton looks as if it would be a fine 
district for dairy produce, with an 
(unlimited supply.” 

Mr. (Mullins then remembered that 
he had spent some time in ‘Saskatoon 
and that he thought it avould be one 
of the coming cities, but that he did 
not like it so well as Edmonton, where 
the possibilities were much greater.

C.N.R. PROMISES 
30 HOUR SERVICE 


Expect That It Will Be Put in 
Force Within a Year’s 
Time 


A through daily passenger service 
scheduled to cover the distance be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton in 30 
hours, six hours’ shorter than at pres- 
ent, will be put on by the Canadian 
Northern Railway ‘within the next 

year. Preparations for this fast 
service have been going on for some 
time and-the company are making 
improvements in. their road bed and 
track which will make the thirty hour 
passenger and fifty hour freight ser- 


The company is laying heavier steel 
from Port Arthur west which is: ex- 
pected to reach Edmonton by the 
middle of next summer. ‘Two extra 
ballasting gangs are busy  ballasting 
the line east and west. of Humboldt 
while the steam shovel. used in this 
work will be moved from Buchanan 
to Innisfree, 199 miles east of Edmon- 
ton and will continue working west 
from there. 

By the time that the thirty hour 
service is ready, the C. N. R. will 
have a total of 1,235 miles to be oper- 
ated out of Edmonton. This includes 
826 miles main line to Winnipeg, 90 
miles through Morinville to Athabasca 
Landing, and 250 miles branch to Cal- 
gary and 7o miles west to Pembina 
and 20 to Stony Plain. ‘en 

Large terminal roundhouses are ‘to 
be established in Edmonton with ma- 
chine shops attached, and a terminal 
pay roll which will amount to some- 
thing like $60,000 a month. Today, 
the pay roll amount to $40,000. This 
fall at Packingtown the company will 
install a passenger and freight. sta- 
tion calling at North Edmonton, This 
has been found necessary owing to the 
increased traffic both passenger and 


freight,

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It has been decided by the commis- 
sioners that at the close of the present 
season there will be no more free 
advertising allowed on the exterior of 
electric cars. Owing to the fact that 
the, city has. an arrangement. with

Outside of that the en- 
gines’are giving good service and re- 
commends the payment of the account 
but thinks that. the company’ should 
make an attempt to alleviate the noise 
which is attendant upon their opera- 
tion.
